THE FUTURE IDEAL YACHT.

MR, BURGEAS BELIEVES THAT HE CAN
ECLIPAE THE VOLUNTEER.

HMow he Tmproved en t(he FPuritan and ths
Mayflower—The Hntrieate FProblom of
Yneht Destigning—~ie Would Like to Do

Bosrox, Oct. 9.—Mr. Edward Burgess fur-
nishes the Herald with some Interesting Infor-
mation about the deslgning of the three great
oup defenders and his Ideas regarding the
future {deal yacht. He says:

“Evory designor can carry the form of an fdeal
boat In his mind, and by oareful thought and
mental study ean Improve upon his ideal, The
Puritan's form came to me from study and In-
tultion. The tevelopment of the midsection
and where to place it Is an important conslder-
ation in designing. There are many authori-
ties on this subjeet, and It s not yot generally
sottled beyond eontroversy where the midseo-
tion should best be placed. In the Puritan,
Mayflower, and Volunteer I placed the mid-
seotlon just abaft the centro of the load water
line. In most of the bosts I have
seen the midsection s placed too far
aft. There are many prinoinles entering
into the formation of & boat, the
omission or change of which might destroy the
offoct of one or soveral of the others. While
doveloping a good point in ono direction, a de-
slgner may be destroying as good a point in
some othor direction. Then. again, certaln
ideas In formation may be adopted which will
bo thought to be an improvement, but which,
on boing applied, will prove valuelesa. I have
found it so in my work, but it Is only by study-
ing out the ideas and testing them that you
can satisfy yourself as to thelr value or worth-
lessness, That is why I say yacht designing
is an Intricats problem full of calculations
Btabllity was one of the points I sought to de-
velop in the Puritan, and in that respect she
wis a great success, But she wans not as easy

Mobbhed JFewelry Showsases Dailly sad
Melted Up the Gold Next Morning.

Deteotives MoCloakey and S8heridan of In-
spector Byrnoa's stafl ooliared on Baturday
Joseph Gustavus Adolphua Kidd, a colored
porter, who is belleved to have robbed his em-
ployors.

At the start the dotectives found gold rings
in his private drawer at the shop, but they
ware of a kind which all jewellers sell by thou-
sands. Even whon he sported s gold ohain,
which he did early last week, the detactives
conoluded they would be too hasty in arresting
him, for the firm could not swear to tho chaln,
which waa of & popular pattern. Having ascer-
talned, however, that Kidd was in the habit of
visiting the shop of John Leonard, n small jew-
cllar at 149 Fulton strest, the deteatives devoted
thomselves to discovering what his business
was there, and they finally learned that it was
the selling of old gold. As it was possible for
him to pllfer from the jewelry cases during the
day, although everything was looked up In
safes when he opened the shop (n the morning,
the detectives concluded that the old gold Kidd
sold was obtained by melting up joewelry which
he stole from his smployers.

Ne was Driven at Last by his Nature te
Worikip a Woman,

The Rev. Dr. J. H. Burrows of the First
Prosbyterian Chureh iz Chlcago preached in
Plymouth Church yesterday at both the morn-
ing and the evening services. He is under
middle age. Is tall and slender, and rather
blond. He spoke in a quiot manner, und his
power of deseription and command of language
held the closest attentios of the eongregation.
He spoke without notes,and quoted both pross
and poetry without any apparent effort of
memory.
